Second, Wank svtes supposedly re- 
reemable in gold, carrying the names 
of the makers engraved on the notes, 
were not equal to gold in that pay-

The tndividual ‘older, ‘however, 


did not consider the origin of the note

Dealing more fully wita the three 
Phases of payiient and currency, as 
outlined, Aiderman East declared that | 
if Canadian hanks were calleq@’ upon 
to pay out all their gold holdings, 
they could not redeem part of 
their notes. The balance therefore 
of all this credit money, was not 
backed or secured by gold or bank as- 
sets but by the confidence and the 
assets of #16 Canadian people at darge, 

Tais confidence of the people, taere- 
fore, was the argument that Alder- 
man East put S:rward for the na- 
tonalization of credit and banking, 
He declared that unifl the problem 
was rightly faced, Icgislators at Ot- 
tawa would find that in satisfying the 
holders of apecial priviteges, the prof- 
iteera and the Holders of interest 
bearing bonds, very little would be 
left to repay the returned soldier for 
tho losses he had dincurrred ¢arough 
service, 

The meeting passed a vote of 
thanks to Alderman East for his ad- 
dress and closed with singing of the 
National Anthem.

Thrilled 
and impressed in childhood with the 
story of Jeanne d'Arc, the peasant 
heroine, this second Jeanne, far moro 
gently born and bred, « daughter of 
the comfortable Bourgeoisie, unac- 
qQuainted with hardship, roge instant- 
ly to the opportunity when her native 
city was imperrilled, 

Charles the Bold, with a great army 
of Gurgundians, had arrived before 
Beauvais, and although the citizens 
had been promised re-enforcements 
none had yot arrived. ‘There was 
doubt, hesitation and confusion, The 
young Jeanne, catching up the little 
hatchet, which was the nearest wea- 
pon to her hand, hastily offered her- 
self and it at the shrine of Saint An- 
gadresme, the patron saint of the city, 
and ran into the tumultuous streets 
crying “To arms!"

Alberta. Without, it appears, the 
formality of permitting the mem- 
bers to read the orders they| 
were asked to approve. That sort 
of summary treatment can hardly 
now be any more surprising to the 
members than it is to their con- 
stituents. It is what they look for 
by this. time. Parliament in the 

existing system of things is n 
considered to pe the deliberative 
and governing body of the nation. 
Tt is only a council of approbation, 
kefore which the Ministers put 
such matters as they choose for 
appearance sake, and through 
which the proposals are rail- 
roaded by a majority made 
docile by fear of a general election 
and hope of increased indemnities. 
Hither the bills go through or the 
indemnity boost does not ‘‘come 
through’’; and ever in the back- 
ground lurks the spectre of the 
polling booth and a swarm of 

~angry voters, Neediless “to say. 
this bill, approving the members 
khew not what, went through, 
flying. y 
Among the orders thus given 
tha esncitun of the law-making 
authority is one that forbids any- 
one who is not a member of the 
United Mine Workers of America 
being employed in any mine in 

Alberta that is under control of 
the Operators’ Association. In re- 
spect to those mines the right to 
work is declared to be a monopoly 
in possession of the U.M.W.A. 
From those mines the public may 
have just so much coal as the! 
U.M.W.A. members may be able 
to take out or allow to be taken 
out. And for the coal prodnced 
from these mines the public are 
compelled to pay whatever price 
the U.M.W.A, and the Operators’ 
Association may see fit to fix as 
between themselves, confirmed by 
the coal director with the author- 

- ity of parliament behind him. The 
public ere simply ‘‘shooed off the 
place,’’ so far as these mines‘ are 
concerned. They can neither 
work in the mines, look to get coal 
cheaper from one mine than from 
another ,nor expect that by com- 
petition between the mines their 
wants will be supplied from one 
mine if another fails to produce 
the fuel they need, The U.M.W.A. 
and the Operators’ Association 
are brought into the relationship 
of partners with power to control | 
the fuel output to their mutual 
advantage regardless of what 
happens to the public. 

_ The U.M.W.A. is an organiza- | 
tion which originated outside, 
Canada, the overwhelming major- 
ity of whose members live and 
have their interests outside Can- 
ada, whose international head- 
quarters are in the great coal 
mining districts of the United 
States against which the Alberta 
mines have to compete for a& mar- 
ket for coal within Canada. This 
non-Canadian organization holds 
power to cripple the ¢oal-produc- 
tion of this Province at a time, 
when the U.S. mining interests 
want it crippled in order to hold 
the Eastern prairie market for 
themselves; in virtue of an ar- 
rangement framed by the coal dir- 
ector and now sanctioned by Par. 
liament. It may be that the 
U.M.W.A. never has and never 
will use its powgr to shut off pro- 
duction in Alberta’ at the instiga- 
tion of the Pennsylvania mine- 
operating interests, working 
through the higher officers of the 
organization, But it is not a 
healthy-looking arrangement that

It is very hardy in Alberta 
and profebly gives as large returas 
for the espace required and time as 
any other garden vegetable that can 
be grown. G. Mower, who lias been 
gardening in Edmonton for a number 
of years and at the present time ia in 
charge of the Magee gardens and has 
grown oauliflower suocessfully for 
, 6everal years, has found that to obtain 
| the best results with this vegetable dt 
la best to have a succession of plant- 
inga, preferably o¢ different varieties. 
The four principal varieties grown in 
this country and the order in wich 
they should be planted are Snowball, 
| Early London, Purity end the Wal- 
| cheren, 

{ Secure Hardy Plants 

The season ie too short to grow 
| cauliflowers successfully by planting 
|the seed out in the garden. This 
vegetable is usually started in a green 
house or tn a hotbed at the same time 
‘and in Gie same manner as cabbage. 

If only a amall number of plants are 
required it is more economical ‘vo 
\ buy the desired number of plants from 
some market gardener who makes a 
business of growing plants, chan to go 
to the expense of building a hotbed, 
ag the cost involved is many times 
more than the value of the number 
of planta required to supply the ueeds 
of the ordinary household. It is im- 
portant, however, to get good planta 
that have mot been forced by too 
liberal application of ‘heat in the 
green house, and are eturdy, and Gave 
been properly tempered off before 
being offered for sale. These are 
some of the points that the purchaser 
should have dn mind, for with caull- 
flower, aa is also the case with ‘cab- 
bage and similar plants the best re- 
sults can only fe obtained when the 
young plants Gave had the proper 
treatment right from the start. Best 
results are obtained when the plants 
have been pnNcked out into a cold 
frame, and here grown to a good 
transplanting size and also well hard- 
ened off by exposure by the timeilit 
is wafe to plant in the open’ With 
properly hardened plants, tate spring 
| frosta, unless very severe, are not 
muoh to be feared, 


Require Rich Soil 


The cultural cequirements of the 
cauliflower are a high degree of soil 
fertility, sufficient moisture at all 
thmnes, and protection from an excess 
of direct sun heat. The richest land 
in the garden should be selected for 
this crop. <A strong loam, nel‘ier too 
clayey nor too eandy is the most 
suitable. Plenty of good yard manursy 
should be inoorporated with the aoll, 
and this should be hrought Into the 
very highest atate of tilth.

quantities, grass will do well if seeded 
almost any time during the summer, 


Seed With Fall Rye. 


Some farmers in the Edmonton district 
in establishing permanent pastures seed 
western rye and brome grass in August, 
with fall rye as a nurse crop. If seeded 
early enough with about one bushel of fall} 
rye mixed with;about eight or ten pouhds | 
of grass seed, the fall rye will provide 
excellent pasture the same fall, and !f not!

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Board Appointed to Control Dis- 
ease in Oanada—Particular 
Attention to be Given to 
Tuberculosis : 


At a meéting he:d in {oronto on 
Thursday, May 27, the final steps 
were taken in the organization of 4 
body to be known as the “Animal 
Dieeases Eradication Board.” As ita 
name implies, tais board has for tts 
object the formulatizn and carrying 
out of plans for controlling discases 
of Hve stock in Canada, ft being the 
intention to pay) particular attention 
at this time to tuberculosis of live 
stock, a gisease which contributes, to 
a greater extent than is generally 
recognized, to the spread of tuber- 
culosis in Suman beings, besides 
causing an enormous economic waste 
of food products by reason of the 
necessity for condemning, as unfit for 
human {food, carcases or portions of 
carcases, of tuberculous an!mala, 


Board of Twelve Members 


The board is composed of twelve 
members, four from the live stock as- 
sociations, four from the (meat pack- 
ers, and four from tho federal depart- 
ment of agriculture, and tre head- 
quarters of the hoard will be at 
Ottawa. Co-operation with provine 
cial governments, railways, banks, 
press and public health bodies will-be 
sought. 

Aa tthe Toronto meeting an execu- 
tive'committee of turee members, 
one from each of the interests repre- 
sented, was appointed to consider and 
make recommendations to the full 
board ‘with reference to the details of 
a plan of campaign for coxtrolling 
this disease most effectively, the 
broad outlines of tie plan having been 
agreed upon by the board.

Question—What is the best kind of 
erass to seed down a lawn? J. K. 

Anewer-—In seeding down lawns a 
mixture of grasses ig usually used, 
One that is recommended by BE. J, 
Stowe, the gardener ‘in charge of the 
grounds at the Government buildings, 
consista of a mixture of Kentucky 
blue grass, eight parts; red top, two 
parta; and white clover, one part. An- 
other grass mixture that has given 
very good results conists of Ken- 
tucky ‘blue grass, ten parts; red top, 
four parts; tlmothy, ene part; and 
white or Dutch clover, one part. If 
wild white clover can be obtained ét 
lg preferable to the white or Dutch 
Clover.

IN THE BRUSH 
AREAS IN ALTA. 


| The provincial committee on field 
iene experiments for Alberta, of 
; Which Prof, G, Hf. Cutler of the uni- 
versity is chairman, makes the follow- 
ing recommendations for summerfal- 
lowing in brus areas: 

“In those districts where precipita- 
tion {s adequate, summerfallowing is 
not tiecessary ag a means of conserv- 
ing moisture but may be employed in 
freeing the land from weeds. Even in 
so doling on our heavy black eolls tae 
crop following the summerfallow 
grows too rank and matures too late 
to give best results, Under these con- 
ditions it invariably lodges and fills 
poorly. If a good crop rotation ie 
followed, including a grass crop. or 
green crop, the summerfallow, except 
in apecial cases, may be eliminated, 
Where the fallow must be used; some 
of the undesirable effects may be les- 
sened by not plowing so deep, or 60 
early in June, or by pasturing the fal- 
, by seeding to oats or rape in

Edmonton District Potato Grow- 
ers’ Assn. Oo-Operated With 
University, to Test Out

The fundamental principle in the 
Profitable production of crops ig to 


secure first of all a guiteble variety 
of seed which will produce the lar- 
gest crops under a given set of. con- 
ditions and at the same time meets 
the market requirements. The recent- 
ly organized Edmonton district potato 
growers asNociation whose president 
is N. Hammond of Edmonton, recog- 
nising this princ’nle resuested the 
Department of Field Husbandry of 
the University of Alberta to under- 
take the co-operative testing of vari- 
ous varieties of potatoes in order that 
the association might know with a 
| certainty the best varieties of pota- 
| toes for the district surrounding Kd- 
monton. 
Tests On Nine Farms 

Accordingly ihe Department of 
Field Husbandry outlined an ewperi- 
ment which {fs calculated to throw a 
considerable light on the whole prob- 
lem involved. The Association chose 
nine fields throughout the district in 
which the experiments were to be 
conducted. A plot was also set aside 
on the University farm for this pur- 
pose. These fields are widely separa- 
ted over the district and represent a 
wide range of soil conditions. The 
association also selected eight varie- 
ties of potatoes including ‘the best 
early and medium types. These were 
|assembled at the University and trea- 
ted with corrosive subliinate for dis- 
ease, and were cut end planted ly G. 
Sandford of the Department of Meld 
Husbandry who ds directly in charge 
of the work.

In case of tuber- 
culosis there is no cure and the bird 
should be killed. If affected with 
vermin treat with any good fouse 
powder.

J. A. McLean of Lamont hes arrived 
at after fourteen years of succéssful 
poultry raising in Albert. Mrs. Me- 
Lean started in the poultry business as 
@ eide-line in 1906 with a flock. of 
sixty hens consisting, principally of 
orpingtons and black minorcas, and! 
her experience since that time has 
taught her that when it comes to 
making actual profits, it's first hand 
experience that counta, She has kept 
a flock of from sixty to a, hundred 
hens during the fourteen years that 
she has been keeping poultry, and 
that her venture was successful from 
the standpoint of profits fully de- 
monstrated by the fact that in.1917 
oho cleared $376.00 from her flock, 

A Log Hen House, 

Mrs. MeLean’s experience has gone 
to show that it is not absolutely es. 
sential to have an expensive poultry 
house to successfully keep poultry. 
She started raising poultry in a very 
modest log building, sixteen feet wide, 
an dtwenty-two feet long, with a sod 
roof, and one large window on the 
south side, with a door in the center 
of the east end. In relating her ex- 
perience she says that “it was not 
ideal, but it possessed some advan- 
tages. The sod roof was warm in the 
winter and cool in the summer, The) 
perches in the hen house tan along 
the West end, and the outer door 
was of woven wire with an inside door 
of lumber. Unless the wind was very 
cold and blowing strong from ~the 
East or South East, the inside dior | 
was allowed to remain open all day 
and that had the effect of another 
window. A curtain of burlap in front 
of the roosts was always dropped 
down on cold nights as the inside 
door was usually left partly open for 
ventilation. The lack of fresh alr will 
do more harm than cold, besides if the 
steam arising from the hpn’s breath 
is not carried off it will lodge on the 
roof and walls of the building as frost. 
On mild days the melting of this frost 
causes dampness and as a‘result the 
hens will suffer from rheumatism and 
other troubles. <A cord with many 
loops in it fastened to the door jamb 
| regulated the dngide door at night. The | 
| wire door was always kept secureiy 
fastened to keep out prowling animals, 
while a large black cat which slept in 
the hen house attended? faithfully to 
weasels. During the summer the in- 
side door stood wide open and a wire 
screen was put ja the window. | 

Winter Layers Should be Hatched 

Early. 

“Winter layers should be hatched 
out in April or not Jater than May 
10th. They should all be laying in No- 
vember or early December. We like 
to have the hens runming around out- 
aide two or three weeks before setting | 
the eggs, as this practice tends to 
make the chicks moro vigorous. After 
the chicks are a few days old they do 
better if they are allowed to run 
around in a yard outside, unless there 
| should be a snow etorm in which case 
| of course they ere better under! 


| shelter, 
Old Hens Raise Officks. 


“It ia a good practice to set several 
hens at the same time, and as oon | 
as the chicks are hatched out to give 
them to about one-half the number of | 
hens, preferably the older hens. We} 
have a separate house for the hena 
with the young chicks, and they are 
kept there until the young pullets 
have started laying, when they are 
moved to the log hen house, as it ts a 
more comfortable building in which 
to spend the winter, 

Feeding the Chicks. 

“For the first few feedings we feed 
bread that hag been dipped in milk 
and then equeezed quite dry, and 
gradually changing the ration to 
ground or crushed wheat, Bread and 
milk with shorts and bran stirred in| 
until it ds crumbly is an excellent ra- 
tion for young chicks, as «wise fs hard 
bolled eggs chopped fine ,and milk 
curds, When the chicks are young 
we usually feed four times a day, and

Moulting. 

“Towards the end of July we hav 
found tt best to cut down the giail 
ration to about one-half 60 as ti 
bring on 2 forced moult. This we hay 
found succeeds in making the year-oli 
hens moult in August and Septernbe 
while the weather is still warm; bu 
the two-year-old hens usually defiei 
our efforts, stuffing themselves o1 
grass and weeds and holding on t 
their feathers. However, they continu 
laying until the pullets start in ant 
keep the egg supply from dwindlin 
down. After a month we again giv 
them ‘their full ration of grain. 

Feeding for Winter Laying. 

“In November we begin feeding fo 
winter laying. Nothing will start her 
laying quicker than raw meat such wv 
livers, etc., but it is very stimulatin, 
and mustgbe fed with care. One fee 
a@ week or two at the most is quite suf, 
ficient. During the winter we fee( 
the chickens three times a day, Oat 
or barloy in the morning, a hot mas) 
at noon usually consisting of barle; 
and oats chop mixed, and wheat foj 
the evening meal. Pienty of greet 
feed {9 also necessary. Cabbage, tun 
nips, sugar beets, red beets, and po 
tatoes are all good. Where meat { 
opt of the question, milk; sweet o 
sour, will partly supply the lack and ij 
much relished by the hens. Besida 
they must have oyster shell, grit an/( 
plenty of water. A low large box fill 
ed with soil or ashes is necessary fol 
the hens to Aust themselves in. 

“We used to think that any well fej 
hen would jay in winter, but afte/ 
four or five fat hens dropped dead of 
their perches with apoplexy we sav 
our mistake, and after that the non 
layers were culled out and sold befor 
they got too fat. 

On the Job Eight Years. 

“Some hens will lay ag well tho sea 
ond winter as they did the first. Som 
again will get fat and lazy after thoi 
first moyilt and will not lay an ega 
We let a few extra good” layers livi 
until they died. One hen Hved nearly 
eight years and laid as well the las 
year of her life as she did the first. 

Over Production, 

“There.is such a thing as over pro 
duction. Some hens will lay too lat/ 
in the fall and then dfe while moult 
ing. Others will lay thin shelled eggs 
while some pullets will lose the use o 
their legs and have to be_ killed 
though this may: be from want of ex 
ercige or something lacking in thei 
diet, If thelr roosts are fastened t 
the roof so that they can’t set on then 
during the day, and their grain ratio1 
1s scattered in plenty of litter, tho) 
Will take exercise even if the then 
momceter registers below 60 degreca 
They wit! often during a cold spell al 
hudéle together refusing to drink o 
exercise, and eat as little as possible 
If the cold is not of too long duratio: 
the egg yield is not seriously affected 
but if i continues long the egg yield 
is considerably less, Under these com 
ditions artificial heating would nq 
come amiss. x
